WASHINGTON, March 2.—By his in- 
Sistence upon what practically amounts 
to recognition of the Constitutionalists 
as belligerents, Gen. Carranza has 
heightened the seriousness of an inter- 
national situation already rendered 
sufficiently grave through the cynical 
indifference of Gen. Villa to this Gov- 
ernment’s requests for information re- 
_ Sarding the manner of William .S. Ben- 
- ton's death. 

He has refused’ to permit the inves- 
tigation into the British ranchman’'s 


“fate to proceed unless the British ‘or 


American Government applies . directly 


Ato-him, taking the attitude that all deal- 
‘{ngs between the Constitutionalist. au- 


thorities and foreign Governments must 


' be through him as ‘‘ Supreme Chief.’ 


Heretofore thé United States. Govern- 
mént, in’ taking measures concerning 


Amerteans and other foreigners in Con- 
stitutionalist territory, has dealt with 
the local Constitutionalist commanders 
Carranza now holds that 
the local commanders must hereafter 
be ignored and all such cases discussed 
* with the ceritral authority, of which he 
is the recognized head. 

Compliance with Carranza’s demands 
would give.great moral support to the 
revolutionary cause, but it probably 
would mean also that if Huerta should 
put dewn ‘the revolution neither the 
United States nor Great Britain would

“watchful waiting.’” He told. callers 
that it would be well for those who are 
clamoring for armed intervention not 
to forget that what they wanted done 
must be done by themsélives and at a 
sacrifice, and urged them to reflect 


what such action would mean to broth- 
ers, sons, and sweethearts. He reiterat- 
ed his confidence that a continuation 
of his policy would ultimately . bring 
about the deposition of Gen. Huerta 
from ange L and generally he showed 
that t Administration would resist to 
the utmost..any effort to force it to 
adopt drastic measures owe endin 
the Mexican-disorders. In the Presi- 
dent’s opinion this Government is big 
enough a powerful enough to. wait 
as jong. as it. pleases. 

President. Wilsdn, according to state-

SCHOOL CLASSES SUFFER. 


In Outlying Districts Particularly 
Pupils and Teachers Are ‘Absent. 


The public schools were hit» hard by 
the storm, particularly in the léss thick- 
ly settled parts of the city. In many 
ofthe outlying districts, where’ teachers 
and pupils have to go considerable dis- 
tances, the attendance of both showed 
a large falling off. The trolléy tie-ups 
kept many.at home, and ‘the poor. ele> 
vated roa@ service in the early, hours of 
the day and delays on the Long Island 
Railroad assisted in the disorganization 
of the classes, 

In severa] schools there was practically 
no attendance at all, the reduced corps of 
teachers who had managed with. great 
difficulty to reach their classropms find- 
ing scarcely any of their pupils on 
hand, The elementary schools. were the 
worst sufferers, many parents, heing 
‘unwilling to trust their little ones out 
in the drifted snow heaps and the sharp 
winds.

With all telegraph. lines down, .the 
Switches and signal towers frozen, and 
the tracks covered with fallen poles and 
wires, the railroads leading westward 
from New .York experienced yesterday 
what their genera! officers said was un- 
doubtedly the most. serious tie-up in 
Eastern railroad history. 

The roads. affected most. seriously 
were the. Pennsylvania,- the Erie, the 
Lackawanna, the Jersey Central, and 
the West Shore. While there was a 
general clearing of the ;situation last 
night, this improvement did not affect 
the West Shore -Road, over -which six 
milk trains containing seventy carloads 
of milk were due and failed to arrive. 
West Shore officials were not confident 
last night that they would have the situ- 
ation cleared up to-day. 4 

The tie-up of the Pennsylvania lines 
was complete ‘from 7 o'clock Sunday 
evening until 8:30 o’clock last night 
when the first train of-the day left for 
Philadelphia. This tie-up. of twenty- 
five and one-half hours exceeded in 
length the tie-up occasioned by the fa- 
mous blizzard of 1888 by one hour and 
a half,’ according to Station Master W. 
H. Egan, who was on duty in the great 
historic. blizzard as he was during the 
present storm. 

‘Because of the blizzard well known 
actors and actresses fumed and fretted 
in the Pennsylvania Railroad station 
while they vainly tried to get telegrams 
through notifying the management of 
theatres in Baltimore, Philadelphia and 
Trenton that they would be unable to 
be on hand for scheduled openings. The 
principals of the '‘Oh, Oh, Delphine” 
company, due in Philadelphia, stood 
about all day in the Pennsylv ania sta- 
tion, exchanging weather notes with the 
principals of the “ Follies of 1913’’ com- 
pany, due in Baltimore after closing an 
ceangernens at Buffalo on Saturday

With these were stranded a road com- 
pany playing ‘‘ Bunty Pulls the Strings,’’ 
wo burlesque companies, and more than 
a dozen vaudeville teams scheduled to 

lay at~ towns - between Trenton and 

ittsburgh. 

While the telegraph wires were down 
the telephones remained, for the most 
part, in service and messages were 
finally sent -through by telephone ar- 
ranging for the postponement of perform- 
ances. Many who came to therailroad 
stations to greet relatives and friends 
expected in from the West were able to 
communicate with them by telephone at 
Trenton, where the passengers of seven 
through Pennsylvania express. trains 
were detrained, and at Philadelphia, 
where many more waited for the open- 
ing of traffic. 


Wireless Aids Lackawanna. 


The Lackawanna Road, while it was 
able to join the other roads in opening 
its local suburban lines, had an unusual 
situation_to face near Scranton, due to 
the fact that a 200-foot cut had drifted 
almost full of snow. Clearing out this 


big drift grates the biggest problem of 
clearing the Lackawanna lines, and it 

robably will not be accomplished until 
ate this afternoon. 

A new feature in storm tie-ups was 
introduced at the general offices of the 
Lackawanna Road, where notices were 
posted giving the ‘whereabouts of each 
stalled train, the notices having been 
obtained by wireless communication be- 
tween stations along the. line. 

The commuting problem, while it gave 
every promise yesterday morning of 
being the most serious of any connected 
with the railroad situation to solve, had 
ak ee adjusted itself by nightfall, 

he Long -Isiand Railroad, the Pennsyl- 
vania, the Hrie and the Jersey Central 
failed ‘to bring in the commuters in the 
morning, so that there was n) great 
rush of outbound commuters at night. 

The Long Island road, from. a hope- 
lessly blocked and frozen situation: at 
daylight, rescued three staHed truins on 
the Rockaway division before. noon, 
and by 8 o'clock had every line except 
the ‘Hempstead branch swept free of 
snow by rotary snowplows, and was 
ready- for the evening commuter traffic” 
The Hempstead branch was opened at 
6 o’clock, so that there was no great 
erowd of disappointed-commuters at the 
Station. 

The New York Central and the-New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroads 
suffered ‘ess than the roads leading to 
the West, for the reason that their 
routes lay for the most part out of the 
centre of the storm, and trains exveri- 
enced little trouble except very near to 
New York. 

: While the Pennsylvania trains were 
absolutely blocked, the New York Cen- 
tral trains managed to come in within 
two hours of schedule time, and the 
commuter trains, except on the Hudson 
division, were operated nearly on sched- 
ule during the afternoon. 


Long Island Blocks Near-by. 


The zone of the storm, so far as the 
railroad officials had to deal with it as 
a cause of blockades, lay. from Trenton, 
in New Jersey, to Hicksville, in Long 
Ystand. J. M. McGee, chief train dis- 
patcher of the Long Island Railroad, re- 
ceived reports at daylight. yesterday 
that there was no snow at Montauk 
Point, and that inbound trains on the 
Montauk’ division encountered clear 
tracks all the way to Hicksville, where 
they became blockaded. At the same 
time reports reached Mr. McGee -that 
two inbound trains and one outbound 
train were snowed in near Ozone Park, 
while the lines to Oyster Bay, Wading 
River, and Port Jefferson were say 
open. These reports indicated the pat 
of the storm across Long Island, while 
reports from the West: were to the 
effect that the Congressional Limited, 
due at the Pennsylvania Station at 9 

. on Sunday, had run on _.sched- 
ule until it passed Baitimore, and had 
become snowed in when-it was stopped 
by a stalled freight train at Monmouth 
Junction. 

Messages indicating the train service 
had heen crinvpled hv the stoym. but ha@ 
“not been actually blockad by it. fil- 
tered in during the day from points as 
far west as Cleveland, and as far south 
as. Baltimore. 

In the Pennsylvania Station large 
notices .were posted-on’ the gates from 
which trains were scheduled to depart. 
They said: 

The road is tied up as. far w as 
Trenton and there is no possibility that 
trains will move to-day. Trains may move 
this evening’ and full announcements will 
be made well in ‘advance of each de- 
parture. Persons having New York hotel 
or -residence addresses are advised to 
leave their teléphone numbers with the 
station master and return to their homes 
to wait the departure of — in com- 
fort. 

The full uniformed ferce of the Penn- 
sylvania Station was’ kept on duty just 
as if all the trains were going out on 
scheduled time. The men»xin uniform 
received from. the Trainmaster, L. .K. 
Marr, haif-hourly bulletins giving the 
exact. progress of work in clearing up 
the tracks, and with the bulletins came 
instructions. to oe the public every

ON SNOWED-IN TRAIN 


Passengers from New York and 
Brooklyn Stalled Since Sun- 
day on Jersey Central. 


FOOD EXHAUSTED SOON 


Two Members of Crew Narrowly Es- 
cape Death in Seeking Provisions 
—Polo Player Brings Relief. 


Special to The New York Times, 

RED BANK, N. J:, March 2.—The 
Lakewood and Atlantic City express on 
the Jersey Central Railroad, with about 
100 passengers aboard, has been stalled 
in a snowdrift in Patterson’s Cut, about 
two miles south of this place, since Sun- 
day night at 8 o’clock, and,, according 
to the wrecking’ crew who have: since 
been working night and day in an en- 
deavor to.extricate the stranded train, 
it will. be another twenty-four hours be- 
fore the.train can continue on its way 
to Laktwood and Atlantic City. ' Most 


of the passengers in the parlor car are 
New Yorkers anr Brooklynites, who 
have been ill and are on their way to 
iakgwaee and Atlantic City to recuper- 
ate 

According to J. E. Eliis’of' The Jour- 
nal of Commerce, who with his wife is 
going to Atlantic City, the express left 
Liberty Street, New York, at 2:30 o’clock 
on punday afternoon. Ww hen about seven 
miles north of Lakewood the train, con- 
sisting of an engine, a combination bag- 
gage and smoker, a passenger coach, 
and a+ buffet Pullman car, ran into a 
snow drift. 

Thinking he.would be able to back 
up as far as Red Bank, the engineer 
reversed the train-and it began back- 
ing up over the course it had just cov- 
ered. On the way back the train crew 
cut away thirty-six telephone~ poles 
which had fallen across the tracks, 
As the train backed into the cut it ran 
into a snow bank eighteen feet high 
and about a half mile in iength. The 
heavy Pullman car was forced deep 
into the baank. With great difficulty 
it was hauled out, but. by this time the 
tracks in front were covered with snow 
so deep that the train could not tyavel 
forward: 

“The chef in charge of the buffet 
Pullman -had only. enough provisions 
aboard to feed the passengers in the 
parlor car, about thirty persons, for 
twelVe hours. He. ran out. of food 
about 9:30 o'clock on Sunday night. 
In order,.to reassure the passengers, 
two members of = crew, Willard 
Maloney of Neyport, N. J., and Warren 
Hartman. of eabank. “went out in the] 
storm in search of .a grocery store. or 
farm house. 

The men had been gone for nearly an 
hour when the’ passengers . became 
alarmed for their safely .and two. other 
members of: the crew, illiam Nolan of 
Bayonne and Samuel’ Wilson of Jersey 
City, were-sent to search for the miss- 
ing men. Maloney and Hartman were 
found floundering around in a huge 
snowdrift less than.100 yards from the 
stranded train.. They were brought 
back to the ‘train, where they were 
eared for by several nurses: who were 
in charge of the invalid passengers. 

Though the storm was. still seeing at 
8 o’clock on Monday morning, E. L. 
Stodard of New York, the polo’player, 
left the Pullman in search of fod. He 
arrived at the hore of ‘Alfred Grover, 
a dairyman,.and within .a.short time the 
milkman brought hot coffee to the 
stranded passengers.

LONDON,’ Tuesday, March 3.—Sir 
Edward Grey will. make his. long- 
promised statement dealing with the 
Benton shooting in the House of Com- 
mons to-day. It is awafted with cu- 
tiosity rather than with any hope that 
it will point a way out of what Eng- 
lishmen are. generally coming to re- 
gard as.a hopeless.tangle. 

The British Government is under- 
jstood to. be convinced that the Amer- 
ican Government has done all: it can 
do in taking up the case of Benton as 
if he had been an American citizen. 
England can not and will not press 
Président Wilson to alter his policy 
of “ watchful waiting,” which he still 
considers the best suited to the cir- 
cumstances. 

In view of the reports of Carranza’s 
refusal to recognize the American 
Government’s right to investigate the 
Benton affair, it is thought possible

Released, but Doubtless Killed “by 
Some of His Enemies.” 


. CHTIHUAHDA, March 2.—Billa to-day 
indicated his belief that Gustav Bauch 





to| was dead when he said that Bauch had 


been liberated at Juarez and “ doubtless 
had been assassinated by some of his 
enemies.” Villa said Bauch had many 
enemies, and added: “Of course, I 
can’t be held to blame for that.” 

“The opinion was expressed here to- 
day that Benton's body, if it ig buried 
here, will have been too long in the 
ground to disclose much to the exam- 
ining commission. 

Why the body was brought so far 
from the border, and when and how it 
was buried, are subjects on which Villa 
refused to talk. None of the foreign 
Consuls has heen able to learn the 
whereabouts of the grave. 

The Pantheon de la Reglar, where 
Villa said the body was interred, is 
about two blocks from the United States 
Consulate and only one block from 
Villa's residence. 

Gen. Villa, while attending bullfights, 
eockfights, and balls, has shown indif- 
ference to international complications 
arising from the Benton execution and 
the Bauch disappearance, and once said 
he had ‘‘ cut the wires on the subject.” 

A representative of a foreign Govern- 
ment, who took one vorsion differing 
from that which Villa had given 10 the 
press, wrote it out and attsmpted to 
forward it to his Government. Villa sup- 
pressed it. 

The representative then said to him: 
“Gen. Villa, you can suppress my tele-

EL PASO, March 2.—Gen.: Villa’s ex- 
pressed belief that Gustav Bauch, who 
was arrested at Juarez as a spy two 
weeks ago, was the victim of an as- 
sassin, Oceasioned no surprise here, 
where the German-American’s sister, 
Mrs. J. M. Patterson, and others inter- 
ested in the case have been resigned to 
the conclusion that Bauch was slain at 
Juarez a week ago last Friday. They

Repeated assertions have been made 
by certain Juarez rebels, talking confi- 
dentially to friends on this side of the 
border, that Bauch was executed, and 
the stories all agree on the date of the 
execution, which was the day Gen, 
Villa departed for Chihuahua.

His statemen before the 
alleged court-martial that he went to 
Juarez ‘‘to get drunk ”’ was accepted by 
Mrs. Patterson as the truth. 

Marion Letcher, American Consul at 
Chihuahua, arrived here on a special 
train to-day for the purpose of conduct- 
ing the Benton investigation commis- 
sion to Chihuahua, Mr, tcher will act 
as adviser to the commission.

A MILD: “ULSTER COVENANT” 


Englishmen Asked to Sign It—Con- 
cessions That Asquith Is Said 
to be About to Offer. 


LONDON, Tuesday, March 38.—Earl 
Roberts, Viscount Milner, Lord Balfour 
of Burleigh, Rudyard Kipling, Prof. A, 
V. Dicey, Sir William Ramsay, and a 
score of other prominent men yesterday 
issued an appeal to their fellow-country- 
men to follow their example in signing 
a declaration, which is milder in form 
than the Ulster Covenant, but by which 
they hold themselves justified in case 
the Irish Home Rule bill becomes law 
without first being submitted to the 
judgment of the nation, “in taking or 
Supporting any action that may be ef- 
fective in preventing it from being put 
in operation.” 

The signatories of the appeal are care- 
ful to point out that by signing. the 
declaration “no man will pledge him- 
self to take any particular action of 
which his conscience or judgment does 
not approve.” 

In regard to Premier Asquith’s prom- 
ise to introduce the Irish Home. Rule 
bill for the last time with a statement 
of what concessions the Government is 
inclined to make to Ulster, The Daily 
Chronicle says the Cabinet. will not 
consent to the dismemberment of Ire-. 
land, but will propose that education 
and licensin remain under Imperial 
control, as already provided for in the 
case of the police, for @ period of six 
years. 

The same newspaper says also that 
the Post Office will remain under the 
imperial Parliament; that provision will 
be made for a Board of Patronage so 
as to insure the making of all. public 
appointments on merit and not on a 
sectarian basis; that the Ulster. mem- 
bers of the Irish Parliament will have 
a right 'to veto legislation inimical to 
Ulster’s interests, and -that Northeast 
Ulster will be included in the Irish 
Pgrliament from its inception, but ‘with 
the right to withdraw from it. by a 
plébiscite in five years.

Mass Meeting in Bremen Declares

BREMEN, March 2.—A large mass- 
meeting of persons connected with the 
Bremen tobacco interests was held at 
the Boerse to-night to protest against 
the growth of the Anglo-American To- 
bacco Trust in Germany. Delegates 
from Hamburg and Dresden tobacco or- 
ganizations were also present. \ 

A resolution was passed declaring the 
trust to be a grave danger to German 
business interests and to. Bremen’s to- 
bacco trade. 





There has been agitation in Germany 
for some time past against the. Anglo- 
American -Tobacco Trust, which has. in- 
vaded the German cigarette~ industry, 
gained control of a large number of 
léading factories, and established a 
chain of retail stores. Recently inde- 
pendent manufacturers and dealers 
united in a: general protective . league 
arid appealed to the Government for is- 
sistance against the invaders.

“TI want to say,” added: Mrs. Dacre- 
Fox, “that should such a thing hap- 
pen “as that his Majesty is unwise 
enough to refuse ‘to see Mrs. Pank- 
hurst and the deputation, they will go 
in any. case. Mrs: Pankhurst. has 
made up.her. mind. . We cannot take a 
‘ no.’ ” 

Mrs. Archibald Colquhoun advances 
a bold theory to account for the tre- 
mendous-superfluity of unmarried wo- 
men in England. The statistics state 
that there are over 1,000,000 more 
women than men in England, but Mrs. 
Colquhoun has found official figures 
showing comparatively few more sin- 
gle women than single men between 
the ages of 15 and 35.

“This is an inevitable result of the 
demand of the middle-class girl to be 
freed from ‘the trammels of domestic 
work. She becomes a luxury which a 
man can only afford when he has 
thoroughly established himself.

WASHINGTON, March 2.—The cause 
of woman suffrage was successful on 
three separate roll calls in the Senate 
to-day. None of the votes was a fair 
test of the strength of the resolutions 
submitting to the States a constitutional 
amendment giving the vote to women, 
but the three ballots showed that the 
proposed amendment had at least & ma- 
jority of the Senate behind it. Sup- 
porters of the amendment do not ex- 
pect to get the requisite two-thirds 
vote.- 

The tussle began early when Senator 
Ashurst of Arizona, who is handling the 
amendment, moved to take it up for 
consideration. Mr, Reed -of Missouri 
moved to table Mr, Ashurst’s motion, 
and the Senate refused to do this by a 
vote of 14 to 47. Ordinarily that would 
have been taken as indicating that the 
supporters of the amendment outnum- 
bered their opponents more than 8 to 
1.. But the secret of the vote was the 
‘courtesy of the Senate,’ which frowns 
upon any effort to cut off debate on a 
bona fide motion by laying it on the 
table. 

The fight was resumed at 2 o’clock, 
when the morning hour closed, and Sen- 
ator Lea’s resolution for investigating 
the Nashville, Chattanooga & St.- Louis 
Railroad automatically took precedence.

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SHIPPING TRUSTS. 
. The reasonable and moderate tone 
of. the House report upon, shipping 
trusts is in agreeable contrast with 
the hectic manner in which the {h- 
quiry was begun. It is an all-em- 
bracing document, including domestic 
and foreign trusts, and on lakes and 
oceans alike. The inquiry was start- 
ed with much denunciation of the alien 
etiemies who carry our traffic fer: less 
than we can carry it for ourselves, 
and while we are making more money 
ashore than the foreign carriers are 
making on the sea. The committee 
concludes that competition cannot be 
assured by dissolving the trusts, were 
that possible. The only result would 
be cutthroat competition, which: al- 
ways ends in a combination of fewer 
members by the elimination of the 
weaker lines. Moreover, the practice 
is ‘so universal that its existence 
proves its necessity and its utility. 

The committee fifids abtses, and 
recommends ‘that they shall be re- 
moved or controlled by legal regula- 
tion of the 80 arrangements in the 
foreign trade and the 37 in the domes- 
tic ‘trade, including 800 navigation 
companies and 200 railways. The de- 
viousness of their sinful bargains may 
be sufficiently indicated by ‘the fact 
that the committee enumerates four- 
téen wicked ways of the ocean trusts 
and twenty-eight of the domestic 
trusts. As the mf&tter stands, it is 
nearly useless to discuss international 
regulation of these marine monsters, 
Jurisdiction ceases at the edge of the 
ocean. When the United ‘States in- 
dicted one of these conspirators Ger- 
many came to its-defense as promptly 
as at the present moment the United 
States is defending our own biggest 
trust, the Standard Oil Company, in 
Germany: - A combine of the nations 
to control the trusts of all of them 
on both land and sea is the ideal solu- 
tion, but its difficulty is indicated ‘by. 
the statement of it., 

“It is a clearer fairway toward regu- 
lation of our domestic shipping trusts, 
and the. negessity is, even greater. 
They have eliminated competition’ by 
f@entlemeh’s agreements: both on the 
lakes and in the coastwise trade. 
Theré is community of interest among 
owners, and often there is identity ‘of, 
ownership between railways and 
steamships. This interlocking extendé 
to . thirty-seven groups, including 
three-fourths of the’ lake carriers. 
This is especially interesting because 
our domestic carriets are “so keen 
about competition to which they are 
not parties. The law gives our coast- 
Wise marine an absolute monopoly. 
But under this umbrella the. water 
carriers combine in a manner rival{ 
the masterly arrangements of the 
same sort between the land carriers. 
The battle between the law and the 
Jand carriers has been fought to a fin- 
igh. It has been found impossible to- 
prevent. railway combinations, and .un- 
desirable as well as impracticable. The 
present state of the cdntroversy is the 
same, in both cases. Railway and 
stedmship pools should be’ treated 
similarly. Their’ agreements which 
aré secrét, or winked at, should be’ 
regularized and regulated. The terms 
should be public and fair, and tinder 
observation instead of under ground. 
In that caSe agreements. between’ rail- 
ways and steamships would be in both 
public and private ‘interést.

Just because Senator Boran of 
Idaho was a lUttle careless in state- 
ments he made’ about certain cor- 
porations, Mi. Gzokce W. _PERKINS 
falls upon-him and drubs him without 
mercy. What are our politics coming 
to if a Senator cannot talk about the 
rich’ and the corporations without 
subjecting himséif to ‘such puhish- 
mént? To be sure, Mr. Borau did 
depart rather widely from strict ac- 
curacy in nis,‘statemients: He said 
Mr. Perkins. made from $5,000,000 to 
$7,000,000 in. organizing the Haryes- 
ter Trust; that he. thrives on the 
‘| profits of -a business: that employs 
women at $5 a week; that. he, was 
corcernéd in the thishendiing of the 
New Haveh Railrodd;’ that he was 
one of those who attempted to estab- 
lish private monopoly control over 
the Alaska coal fields, arid that he 
was. oné of the daring men ‘who or- 
ganized the ‘Unitéa States Steel Cor- 
poration. Not one of these ' state- 
ments is true, -Mr. .PERKINS - proves 
them one and-all to be untrue. - He 
interposes denials, disproofs, ‘al{bis, 
and. other. adequate answers, accom- 
panied with. counterchetks . quarrel- 
some, insomuch that he makes. the 
Senator an object of pity rather than 
of resentment. ,* 

But what ‘becomes of the Sena- 
torial ptivilege? Cannot a- nian 
from Idaho be permjtted,to keep his 
record straight with his constituents, 
and.to ste to it that his political 
fences are.in prime order? : Séhator 
Borax is ambitious, and the necessity 
‘of winhihe and holing the conhfidénce 
éf the people lies heavy upon him.

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A MUNICIPAL ORCHESTRA. 

The free coricerts of good music 
which Prof. Henry A. FLECK is now 

conducting in the. various buildings 
controlled by the Board of Education, 
in all parts of the gfeater city, will 
exert an appreciable influence upon 
the culture of the people, and it is 
hoped by the Committee of the Board 
which has these. concerts in charge 
that the obvious and gratifying suc- 
cess of the plan, which Prof: FLECK 
has been working upon for many 
years, may lead in time to the liberal 
endowment of a city orchestra, to be 
permanently emplofved throughout the 
year in the interpretation of the best 
éomposers.. The demand for good 
music is not to be questioned. Last 
Sunday, when the blizzard was at its 
worst, 1,000 persons assembled in the 
Washington Irving High School and 
listened, with an appearance of inter- 
est and enjoyment which could not 
have béén counterfeitéd, to BEETHO- 
VEN’s Second. Symphony, the vorspiel 

o “ Méistersinger,” and other music 
of an exacting character. 

The audiences at Some of these con- 
certs have numbered 3,000, and they 
have been given at such remote points 
trom the centre as Tottenville in Rich- 
mond, Fordham in the Bronx, and 
Erasmus Hall, Flatbush. Prof. FLECK, 
on occasions, conducts an orchestra of 
more than fifty players, and his pro- 
gtammes are almost exclusively made 
up of music that has proved its worth 
by its survival. With the $10,000 ap- 
propriated for this purpose he will be 
able to give sixty concerts this season, 
and the sum seems sufficient for the 
municipality to pay for this branch of 
education. 

The relation of the concerts to the 
educational system, by the way, is not 
to be overlooked. The musical studies 
{nh the schools are conducted with re- 
gard to the programmes, but the con- 
certs also afford aesthetic enjoyment 
to people of all ages, in every walk of 
The idea that an endowment 
might be secured is, therefore, not to 
be lightly disregarded. The founder 
of a permanent city orchestra might 
perpetuate his name as surely as the 
founder of a univérsity course of lect- 
ures or a splendid library or gallery 
of the fine arts.

TEACHERS’ PENSIONS. 

The leaders of the Interborough As- 
sociation of Women Teachers mistake 
the sentiment of the teachers as @ 
body in thinking that there is a de- 
sire to have the system of pensions 
placed on a mendicant basis. Con- 
troller PRENDERGAST has shown that 
the rétirement fund for teachers rep- 
resents, in the last nine years, $1,778,- 
487 contributed by its beneficiaries, 
or about one-fourth of the entire reve- 
nue of $7,216,281. The total yearly 
receipts have increased 39 per cent. 
during this time, while the yearly dis- 
bursements for pensions increased 110 
per cent. To pay all claims for the 
Year 1918, revenues of $200,000 had 
to be taken. which would otherwise 
have been withheld for 1914. The 
fund is in a bad way. 

The Interborough Association’s lead- 
ers, nevertheless, préséent a plea ‘that 
no age;limit be set for eligibility for 
@ pension; that any member of, the 
teaching force who has served thirty 
years, fifteen of which shall have been 
in this city’s: public schools, may re- 
tire on an. application unsuppofted by 
a physictian’s certificate; that’ no 
teacher drawing $1,500 a year or less 
need contribute more thah 1 per centy] 
of her salary, and in no case shall the 
deduction be greater than 5 per cent. 
of salary. All shall be retired on half 
pay, including those going out after 
twenty ‘years’ service, fifteen years 
being served in this city’s schools. 
The last and highest salary is to be 
taken as a basis for We are mals 
pay. 

‘If this plan is executed, the large 
deficits it’ will entail must be paid by 
the city and by teachers who drop out 
of the schools and get no return for 
their contributions to the fund. An 
annuity of $1,000, ds figured by in- 
surance expérts, should cost an an- 
nual, payment of $272.60: for thirty 
years... The Teachers’ Pension Bu- 
reau, @ voluntary organization of over 
1,500 teachers, with whom over 4,800 
more: have signed as willing to fur- 
ther its aims, protests against’ the 
plan. The bureau suggests that thé 
city, or the city and the State to- 
gether, provide a flat _ bution suffi-

by Weather. memory of its pres- 
ent inhabitants more than one really 
severe snowstorm—that of March 12, 
1888, which was a good while ago. Yet 
such is the case. 

We judge the severity of storms, nat- 
urally enough, by the amount of trouble 
and loss they cause us, and, by that 
standard, hardly a Winter passes that 
we do not have one or two or three 
snowstorms such that only recollection 
of the Great Blizzard prevents us’ from 
calling them the very culmination of 
meteorological misfortune. As a matter 
of fact, however, if big snowstorms came 
to us oftener, we should suffer from 
them much less, since we should be bet- 
ter prepared for handling them. As it 
is, every snowfall comes as a surprise, 
and means of dealing with it, both im- 
pléments and men, have to be hastily 
improviséd. They are therefore inade- 
quate and imperfect, although at the 
same time enormously expensive. 

Of a snow-removing plant, properly 
so called, there is here only that of the 
street car companies, consisting of a 
few, not very powerful, sweeping .ma- 
chines, and these at best make only 
narrow lanes into which all traffic 
crowds—with results that we know too 
well. And if heavy penalties for delay 
or suspension were imposed on these 
companies, as is done in cities nearer 
the Canadian line, they would keep 
their cars going much better than they 
do now. As it is, they save expense by 
yielding. promptly to what passes for a 
common calamity, and important lines 
often stop running for days at a time 
after storms which in St. Paul, for in- 
stance, would not be allowed to- inflict 
any serious inconvenience on the public. 

As we never had, and probably never 
will have, an adequate snow removal 
plant, we might at least show a little 
wisdom in. devising storm-traffic rules. 
The worst delays for vehicles, probably, 
are on east-and-west streets with a nar- 
row track beaten through the centre. 
and the snow piled high on both sides. 
When loaded wagons meet in such 
streets there is always trouble,.and it 
could be avoided, or much ‘lessened, if 
there were no meetings—if wagons go- 
ing west were kept to the even-num- 
bered streets, say, and those going east 
to the odd-numbered ones. 


Admiral von DrepericHs 
has now told the whole 
story of his troubles 
with-Admiral Dewey in 
Manila.

that is, as he saw and knew it. In ef- 
fect it amounts to the admission, which 
for some mysterious reason hé treats as 
a charge, that while he was manoeu- 
vring his ships in a certain way the 
American commander told him with 
some emphasis that if he didn’t stop it 
there would be war—and he stopped. 

This is the plain and simple truth as 
it has been whispered by our officers 
among themselves and to their intimate 
friends, and that they did not speak it 
aloud in all the years that have passed 
since those exciting days was due, as 
they thought, to the possibility that 
German sensibilities might be wounded 
if they made public the fact that Ad- 
tThiral voN DIgDERICHS’s wisdom was 
somewhat belated, and had to be, as it 
were, accelerated by a strong hint as 
to the serious consequences of further 
annoyance. 

But if the Germans don’t mind, and if 
their Admiral can get any satisfaction 
out of revealing the details of the little 
episode, of course it is all right. Clio, 
inveterate gossip that she is, will be 
delighted that the completion of this part 
of her record need be no longer de- 
layed, and though there will be wide- 
Spread sorrow over here at the news 
that there was ‘‘ heat ’’ in the message 
sent from one: flagship to the other, the 
sorrow will not be too deep to be borne 
with philosophic resignation. ; 

Of. course the episode or incident or 
affair, or whatever the technical name 
for it may be, never caused any ill-feel- 
ing in this’ country. It terminated so 
well that we were easily able to see its 
humorous features, and the courtesies 
since éxchanged between the two Ad- 
mirals in token of friendship and esteem 
Show that they, too, soon came to see 
in it nothing except a regrettable mis- 
understanding. Not two, but three, 
parties will have their little secrets told 
in time, and already the Muse of His- 
tory has her pencil sharpened for writ- 
ing a paragraph of great interest about 
the merchants of Hongkong and Shang- 
hai. - There was, for instance, a ship 
loaded with frozen Australian meat, and 
her Captain had to be severely’ scélded 
for breaking the blockade, but that, and 
the sending of him back ‘of the Amer- 
ican line, is part of another story not 
yet to be told.

Dear —-: I see from the telegrams 
that there is a growing irritation at 
home over the, way the Germans are 
acting out here, It is more than a grow- 
ing irritation out here, but their bluff 
was called yesterday by the Admiral, 
and I do not think we shall have any 
more trouble from them. 

The Irene, a German man-of-war, 
stopped the insurgents firing on an isl- 
and in the entrance to Subic Bay. You 
know the ‘insurgents are our allies, so 
this was reported to the Admiral, and 
the Concord and Raleigh were promptly 
sent up. to take the island. They went 
in cleared for action, and Old Glory fly- 
ing at every masthead. As they went 
in on one side of the island the Irene as 
promptly went out on the other. 

She. was in such a hurry that she 
slipped her cable, not waiting to pick 
up her anchor, and promptly came down 


here. The Admiral in the meanwhile 
wrote the German Admiral a chit, and 
he promptly apologized and crawled in 
a hole and pulled it in after him. 

The Irene has been sent'to pick up 
her anchor, and then to proceed to Kiao- 
Chou, where she will spend the Sum- 
mer. It looks as if the German Admiral 
had made a scapegoat of the Captain of 
the Irene. Anyway, cis bluff was so 
promptly called that I do not think we 
shall have any more trouble from that 
source. ‘ 





THE N. Y. HUMANE SOCIETY 


Does Not Pay President or Directors 
for Their Services. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A news item appéaring in several morning 
papers is to the effect that charges have 
been laid before Attorney General Carmody 
by a Bronx contractor against the Humane 
Society of New York. These charges. will be 
answered at the proper place—at the hearing. 
Meantime, one or two statements have crept 
into certain of these accounts from which 
inferences may be made prejudicial to the 
society. 

For instance, from the statement that the 
entire income of the society, including $18,000 
from fines, is devoted to ‘ salaries,’’ the in- 
ference is that salaries are paid to Directors 
and the management of the society. Not a 
dollar is paid to any Director, or to its 
President, who is also the manager. 

That the society has to pay its agents who 
are intrusted with certain police powers is a 
matter of course, but if it is further implied 
that they are paid-in proportion to the num- 
ber of arrests made, this is distinctly not the 
case, They are paid wages, and for the long 
hours involved not high wages, proportioned 
to their period of service. 

As to the attitude of the courts, from 96 
per cent. to 98 per centr. ‘of the cases brought 
in recent years before the Magistrates by 
the agents of the Humane Society of New 
York have been decided in favor of the so- 
ciety. 

Just what the conditions would be on the 
streets of this city with regard to the treat- 
ment of horses were it not for the activities 
of the Humane Society of New York may be 
judged from the fact that about ten times 
more arrests for this cause are made now 
than were made ten years ago, when the 
Humane Society of New York was formed.

STOLEN AUTOMOBILES. 


Federal Licenses Would Make Their 
Sale More Difficult. 


To the Editor of The New York Times; 

In view of the great number of motor cars 
stolen each year, I. beg to submit the fol- 
lowing suggestions for the Federal license of 
‘automobiles, which would effectively prevent 
the sale of stolen cars: 


All automobiles tobe required to carry 
conspicuously a Federal license which will 
be issued on payment of a small fee, and 
the registration of owner’s name and es- 
sential data,concerning car. 

The license to be on paper and issued 
with all the precautions against tampering 
that are used in the making out of checks. 
It should be inclosed in a*sealed trans- 
parent water-proof cover, and should be 
of a different color and design for each 
year. It should be:dated, and should show 
conspicuously Federal license number, 
manufacturer‘s name, and number of car 
and year of manufacture. It should also 
contain a short destription of car cover- 
ing essentials, and should show inconspicu- 
ously the ‘owner's initials. 

All manufacturerg to be required in future 
to place on three or four selected plates 
their name and number of car. Thése 
places to be selected by the Federal 
Bureau, with a view to easy visibility from 
outside, and difficulty of erasure or change 
without detection. 

No sale of a used car to be valid unless 
accompanied by license, which is to be re- 
turned by, purchaser to registration bureau, 
and a new one issued replacing it.

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FLUSHING OFF SNOW. 


Enicst Flagg Appraises Results of 
, . Saturday's Test. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Saturday’s experiment in snow re- 
moval by ithe use of a water jet. and a 
sewer in ‘Hast Sixty-eighth ‘Street in 
the presence of Commissioners Fether- 
ston and Adamson was far from being 
the: faflure reported. It: was. of great 
interest and importance, for it was an- 
other successful step in a demonstra- 
tion which, as far as it has gone, clearly 
indicates that a way has been found to 
cléar the streets of snow quickly and at 
@ small fraction, of the present cost. 

The ‘jet used was an inch and a half 
stream under sixty pounds pressure; 
the sewer was a small twelve-inch pipe 
sewer, connecting with another of the 
same kind in Third Avenue, having very 
little fall and no water passing through 
it except that furnished by the jet. The 
nozzle of the hose was held ngar the 
top of the manhole and the stream di- 
rected toward the opening in the sewer | 
at the bottom of the manhole.’ The 
snow was partly fine stuff and partly 
caked, and was shoveled in by twelve 
street cleaners. 

The experiment showed that while a 
single stream of water of the kind used 
was not sufficient to overcome the fric- 
tion of the saturated snow in passing 
through an indefinite length of this kind 
of pipe, it was amply sufficient to break 
up the snow and induce it freely to 
pnter the small sewer opening at the 
bottom of the manhole as fast as it 
could be thrown in. The arrangement 
worked perfectly until the backing up 
of the water, caused by the friction, 
stopped the flow through the sewer. 

Experiments already made by the 
Street Cleaning Department have proved 
that ordinary sewers having a consid- 
erable quantity of water passing 
through them carry off snow as fast as 
it can be thrown in, and as Commis- 
sioner Fetherston truly said: It is 
now only necessary to determine the 
amount of water needed to operate sew- 
ers of that kind for snow removal. 

If, as was proved Saturday, a water 
jet, properly placed, will break up the 
snow and induce it to enter the sewer 
as.fast as thrown down the manhole, 
and if, as has also been proved, or- 
‘dinary sewers with sufficient water in 
them will promptly carry off the snow, 
then complete success for the plah 
where ordinary sewers exist seems cer- 
tain and one may safely conclude that 
streets having such sewers can be 
quickly and cheaply cleared of snow, 
after a fall, as soon as proper per- 
manent water connections can be made 
at the manholes to furnish the jets to 
break up the snow as it is thrown in 
and to supply the necessary motive force 
to carry it off. 

Moreover, although the pipe sewer in 
Sixty-eighth Street failed to work con- 
tinuously under the conditions of Satur- 
day’s test, it by no means follows that 
sewers of that kind also cannot be suc- 
cessfully used for. snow removal. The 
newspaper reporters seeing the stop- 
page occur very naturally, perhaps, con- 
cluded that the backing up of the water 
proved the whole plan a failure; but 
it really proved nothing more than that 
there is a limit to the motive power of 
a single water jet in the moving of 
saturated snow through a small ‘pipe 
sewer: When the united friction of each 
little particle of slush against the sidés, 
bottom and ‘top of the narrow duct be- 
came sufficient to counterbalance the 
pressure of the water, movement stopped 
and the water backed up. Under more 
favorable conditions it is not likely this 
would occur. For instance: (a) -When 
the pipe sewer gives upon a larger sewer 
within a reasonable distance of the 
manholes used; (b). where there is suf- 
ficient flow of water or sufficient grade 
to overcome the friction; or (c), when 
the manholes’ are equipped with’ water 


give sufficient. momentum, from dis- 
tance to distance, to the moving mass 
to overcome the friction and keep it in 
motion. ; 

The indications are now plainly that 
the problem of quick and economical 
snow removal is on the verge of prac- 
tical solution. and the experiments 
should on no account be discontinued. 
It is unfortunate that a few permanent 
water connections at the manholes can- 
not be made in time for trial this Win- 
ter; but during the coming Summer 
enough of them ought certainly to be 
installed to assuré a complete and fair 
trial of the plan next Winter.

ART NOTES. 
Chinese, Korean, Japanese Potteries 


- on Viéw—Historical, Lamps. 


It is very bad luck for art lovers that 
icy blasts and obstructed streets should 
coincide with the exhibition .at the 
Knoédler Galleries of Chinese, Korean, 
and Japamese potteries lent by such 
eminent collectors as Samuel Col- 
man, Samuel T. Peters, Howard Mans- 
field, and Harold G. Henderson, to 
say,nothing of the magnificent group 
from” the Freer collection in the 
the Smithsonian Institution. The Chinese 
and Korean examples are authenticated 
by R. L. Hobson of the British Museum, 
and the-Japanese by Edward 8S. Morse 
of the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, 
and the exhibition is held under the 
auspices of the Japanese. Society. 

Pottery appeals more strongly to the 
aesthetic sense than porcelain, how- 
ever technically amazing the latter may 
be. The strong and graceful shapes, the 
deep, soft colors, the simplicity of the 
decoration, and. the propriety of the 
plastie style as it was developed by the 
early potters “combine to make a pro- 
found impression upon any mind trained 
by association with great works of art. 
Mr. Hobson adds to these attractions 
the interest possessed by the potteries 
for a collector of genuine sporting in- 
stinct. Compared with later Chinese por- 
célains which now are well-known and 
easily placed,-these more primitive wares 
&re still rare enough to‘require hunting, 
and are “a difficult, elusive and often 
dangerous quarry worthy of a true col- 
lector’s steel.’”” The knowledge of them 
has just begun, he says, ‘‘ there are new 
fields to be explored and fresh descover- 
ies to be made. At ‘present we have 
tapted just enough of their quality to 
make our appetite Insatiable.” 

It. is, of course, impossible to do jus- 
tice to such a collection in a preliminary 
art note, and, for that matter, expert 
knowledge of the most precise character 
is required for any adequate appredcia- 
tion on the antiquarian and technical 
sides, but attention may be called to the 
flower pots with violet glaze of Chun 
ware in a case in the outer gallery. The 
beautiful fridescence and the force of 
the color are remarkable for even this 
satisfying ware. Fuller notice will be 
given to the exhibition later. It con- 
tinues until March 21. 


Edward Brandus announces that he 
will sell by -auction next. week 125 
paintings that have been intrusted to 
him for sale by European collectors who 
find the European market impossible in 
its present condition of stagnation. Ac- 
cording to the announcement old and 
modern masters will be included in the 
collection, which will be placed on view 
at the Silo Galleries next Monday. One 
of the curiosities of the group is a 
painting by Sarah Bernhardt of her pet 
dog sitting on the beach at Havre. 
Mme. Bernhardt found she had not room 
for the dog’s tail on the canvas, so she 
painted a part of it on the frame, where 
it exists as the mere ghost of a tail. 
The picture was given by the artist to 
one of her friends.

At the Merwin Galleries the Norton 
collection of antique historical lamps 
will be sold on the afternoon and even- 
ing of March 40.

Manhy of the speci- 
mens were secured during a tour made 
by Dr. Norton through the Southern 
States, among them a small glass and 
pewter lamp, which was on the mantel- 
piece in the parlor of the McLean House 
at Appomattox Court House, Virginia, 
when the tefms of surrender were ar- 
ranged between Gen. Lee and Gen. 
Gfant on April 9, 1865. 

Another lamp with associations for 
American patriots is the remarkably 
ugly tinaffair that was used by Abraham 
Lincoln in his law office in Springfield 
in 1837. Sordid modern history reveals 
the fact that it was: given to Dr. Nor- 
ton in lieu of payment which he should 
have received for lecturing at the Lin- 
coln Log Cabin in New York City in 
1866. He also received the chair Lin- 
coln sat in and his -bone-handled knife 
and fork and ironstone china blue plate. 
It is highly probable that the little set 
of reli@ will return the price of many lec- 
tures to their owner. A pair of brass man- 
tel lamps bedr the initidis H and Q, hav- 
ing been given to Dorothy Quincy for a 
wedding present on the occasion of her 
marriage to John Hancock, and having 
the additional distinction of lighting the 
bedchamber of Gen. Lafayette when he 
visited Boston.

PROF. MacALARNEY RESIGNS 


Franklin Matthews Named as. Suo- 
cessor—Many Other Promotions 
—$50,000 from Mrs, Furnald. 


The adoption of budgets amounting to 
$3,724,215 for the academic year begin- 
ning July 1 was announced . by. the 
Trustees of Columbia University at 
their regular meeting yesterday.’ This 
estimate exceeds by about $500,000 the 
figures of last year. 

On the basis of this budget, the Trea- 
urer estimates that the university will 
run into a deficit of $61,316.08. , This will 
have to be made good by the income 
from special gifts of endowment. Pro- 
vision is made for three new professors, 
for the promotion of five assistant pro- 
fessors and one associate to the grade 
of associate professor, and for the pro- 
motion of fourteen instructors to the 
grade of assistant professors.., 

Important changes in the Faculty 
staff were announced. Among thesc was 
the resignation of Robert B. MacAlar- 
ney, A. B., Associate Professor of . 
Journalism. His resignation is tendered 
to take effect June 30. Ina statement 
made yesterday Prof. MacAlarney. em- 
phasized the fact that he was leaving 
with keen regret his work at Columbia 
where his relations had always been 
of the pleasantest. It is his desire to 
take. up independent writing, and he 
feels that under his present work it is 
impossible for him to give it aufticiins 
attention. 

Franklin Matthews was_ named as 
Prof. MacAlarney’s successor. Prof. 
Matthews was born at 8t. Joseph, 
Mich., in 1858, and was graduated at 
Cornell University with the degree of 
A. B. in 1883. He remained at Ithaca 
for a year of post graduate study. Since 
that time he has been. actively engaged 
in journalistic: work on The Philadelphia 
Press, The New York Sun, and Tu» 
New YorK Times. . Prof. Matthews 
represented The Sun in a trip around 
the world with the fleet in 1910. At 
the time when Mr. Pulitzer proposed his 
gift for the School of Journalism Prof. 
Matthews addressed to President ‘But- 
ler the first memoraundtm which 
reached him on the organization of such 
@ school. Recently Prof, Matthews was 
elected a Trustee of Cornell.

. & new melodrama by the. man who 
wrote ‘The Lure "’ and ‘‘ At Bay,’ ar- 
rived with a bang last night at the Long- 
acre Theatre. It is called ‘‘ The Last 
Resort,’’ The theme this time is not the 
white slave traffic, but traffic in justice, 
for it deals with dirty politics and a 
corrupt _. judiciary. The word punch, 
mutch worn these days by overwork, is 
utterly inadequate to describe the nature 
and degree of Mr. Scarborough’s assault 
upon his audience. ‘‘ The Last Resort ”’ 
has more than a punch. Its thrust is a 
body blow, a poke in the eye. 

It is @ new melodrama, new in the 
sense that it appeared-last night for the 
first time in this city and new in the 
sense that it is of the modern variety 
of thig form of theatrical entertainment. 
The old melodrama with its trustful, 
clinging heroine is gone. Gone is the 
old-style villain, black mustache, cigar- 
ette, curses.and all. And in their place 
is the modern heroine, an enterprising 
reporter in this case, who has kept all 
the charm of the old one and added to 
it the ingenuity and resourcefulness that 
used to belong to the adventuress, while 
matched against her wits is the new vil- 
lain, political boss and corporation law- 
yer. ‘The Last Resort’’ is modern be- 
cause Mr. Scarborough deals with the 
things that are being talked about to- 
It fs a dramatization of the big-type 
headlines. It is scarehead melodrama. 
* But ‘the new melodrama has its new 
exactions, and one of them calls for a 
considerable degree of plausibility. If 


the stuff from which the play is to be 
fashioned is drawn from the daily 
iterature of every newspaper reader, 
then’ the melodramatist must be care- 
ful. .If the chambers of the old 
Sherlock Holmes theatricalism are to 
he exchanged for the Appellate Judge’s 
chambers of the new, then it is unsafe 
to provoke in the audience too urgent a 
repetition of the question, ‘‘Can such 
things be?”’ 

That is the rock upon which Mr. Sear- 
Borough strikes. He anticipates it. 

“They will probably say such things 
couldn’t happen,” observes the hero sen- 
tentiously, as the play draws to its close, 
“but they have happened.”

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GEN. JOHN W. BARLOW DEAD. 


Retired Chief of Engineers Was on 
a Tour of the Holy Land.:- 


Gen. John W. Barlow, U.S. A., (re- 
tired,) of New London, Conn., died on 
Sunday in Jerusalem. Accompanied by 
his wife,she was making a tour of the 
Holy Land. Gen. Barlow sailed for 
Europe Feb. 2. 

Gen. John Whitney Barlow was born 
in 1838 at Perry, N. Y., and was gradu- 
ated in 1861 from West Point. He was 
appointed a Second Lieutenant of artil- 
lery in May, 1861, and later transferred 
to the topographical engineers. He was 
made Captain in July, 1863, Major in 
1869, Lieutenant Colonel in 1884, Colonel 
in 1895, and Brigadier General and Chief 
of Engineers in 1901. He was fetired in 
1901 at his own request after forty years 
of service. He took part in many of the 
great battles of the war, and was bre- 
vetted three times for meritorious serv- 
ices. He was with the Army of the 
Potomac and with Gen. Sherman on the 
march tothe sea as a builder of roads, 
bridges, and fortifications. 

After the war Gen. Barlow was an 
engineer in charge of harbor construc- 
tion on Lake Champlain, and later at 
Chicago, New London, Conn.; Mil- 
waukee, and other cities. He made 
original explorations of the headwaters 
of the Yellowstone and Mississippi 
Rivers. 

Gen. Barlow was a member of the As- 
sociation of Graduates of West Point, 
of the Military Service Institution of the 


United States, of the Societies of the 
Army of the Potomac, of the Cumber- 
land and of the Tennessee, and a com- 
panion of. the Loyal Legion. In this 
city he belonged to the New York Ath- 
letic Club, the National Arts Club, and 
the Army and Navy Club. 


GEN. MORALES DIES IN PARIS 


Ex-President of Dominican Repub- 
lic Figured in Two Revolutions. 


PARIS, March 2.—Gen. Carlos F.. Mo- 
rales, former President of the Domin- 
ican Republic, died here to-day. He 
had lived here for some time as Domin- 
ican Minister to France: 

Gen. Morales became President of the 
Dominican Republic in January, 1904, 
after he has assisted in bringing about 
the overthrow of President Jimenez. In 
December of the following year he fled 
and was succeeded by Gen. Cacores. 
Several years later Morales returned 
to Santo.Domingo and started a revo- 
lution, but he and his forces were ut- 
terly routed and he was taken pris- 
oner. 3 

The principal achievement of Gen. 
Morales when President was his agree- 
ment with the United States Govern- 
ment to place the control of the finances 
and obligations of The Dominican Gov- 
ernment in the hands of the United 
States. A decree to this effect was 
signed by Gen. Morales, and a New 
York bank: was designated as the de- 
positary of the Dominican revenues and 
an American Commissioner appointed to 


examine all claims against the Govern- 
ment.

William J. Alpers, for many years a 
broker in New York, died yesterday in 
his home at Westfield, N. J., in the 
fifty-fourth year of his age. Mr. Alpers 
was born in Brooklyn, and was educated 
in the public schools there.

HUDSON RIVER BRIDGE’BILL. 


Preliminary and Authorizes $125,- 
000,000 Debt—Foley’s Salary Bill. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, March 2—Assemblyman 
Abram Ellenbogen of New York intro- 
duced to-night a concurrent resolution 
providing an amendment to the consti- 
tution to emipower the State, when 
authorized by law, to incur debts fdr 
the improvement of interstate highway 
bridges and tunnels, in amoun not 
to exceed $125,0U0,Q0u at any one time, 
the payment of the interest and the 
creation of a sinking fund of at least 
2 per centum per annum to be provided 
for by géneral laws. The cost may 
Lng apportioned to the counties or towns 

which the bridges or tunnels are lo- 
noe y The constitutional provision 
limiting the power of the Legislature 
to create.debts is not to apply in this 
case. This resolution is supposed to be 
connected with the project to bridge the 
Hudson at New York.

‘LADEN WITH CIGARS 


Federal Officials Hold Captain 
and Mates of the Santa Clara 
in Smuggling Case. 


HINT AT BIG CONSPIRACY 


Vessel Said to Have Been Making 
a Regular Business of Bring- 
ing In Cuban Tobacco. 


Edward R. Norwood, Acting Deputy 
Surveyor, and secret sérvice agents vis- 
ited the steamship Santa Clara at Pier 
7 in the North River yesterday and dis- 
covered so many cigars and cigarettes 
aboard that they marveled that there 
was any room on her for her legitimate 
cargo Of sugar. They said the cigars 
and cigarettes were not on the ship’s 
manifest. 

They arrested Capt. Joseph H. Tra- 
chey, the skipper, on the charge of hav- 
ing smuggled 1,086 cigars and 21 pack- 
ages of cigarettes, and Nahoums Nafel, 
keeper of a café at 3 Rector Street, for 
receiving a month ago one whole. box 
and one-half box of cigars without pay- 
ing duty. The Government officers al- 
ready had arrested José Vasquez, a fire- 
man of the Santa Clara, for smuggling 
seventy-seven packages of cigarettes 
and one box of cigars. They are ‘hold- 
ing the first mate,.P. L. Webster; the 
second mate, John Murphy; the third 
mate, P. Glasers, and the chief steward, 
John Chipoulos, as material witnesses, 
and District~ Attorney Marshall said 
last night he did not think there was 
much chance for the vessel to sail, and 
that’ Capt. Trachey might be reléased 
n comparatively light, bail. 

Vasquez is now in the Tombs in de- 
fault of a surety for $500, the four offi- 
cers are held in $1,000 bail each, and 
Naufel has put up $1,500 in bail. Tra- 
chey was arraigped last night before 
Judge Mayer and was released in the 
custody of his counsel, Converse & Kir- 
lin, on the understanding that at noon 
to-day he should put up a $5,000 bond. 

The Santa Clara has been plying in 
the sugar trade between this port and 
Havana. When she arrived here she has 
been accustomed to go from one sugar 
refinery to another in the Hast and 
North Rivers to discharge consignmerfits 
of sugar, and has then tied up to a 
pier to receive a cargo of merchandise 
for the return trip to Cuba. About a 
week ago N. C. Brooks, Acting Treasury 
Agent, obtained information as to the 
alleged smuggling propensities of her 
crew, and was instructed by Frank I. 
Carstaphas, Assistant District Attor- 
ney, to eontinue his investigations. It 
was said that for the last two years 
the crew had been taking advantage of 
their regular visits to Cuba. First the 
Captain began to bring in a few first- 
class “ ars; then kis subordinates fol- 
lowed his example, until even the fire- 
men were doing a little mild specula- 
tion in cheap cigarettes. 

It does not seém possible to the Fed- 
eral authorities that so large a number 
of high grade cigars, a8 they allege that 
they found in the Santa Clara, could 
have been sold to any one retailer. The 
Government is confident that it will 
unearth a conspiracy, by which the con- 
traband tobacco was distributed over a 
wide area. 

The cigars and cigarettes were carried 
off the vessel in bundles of clothing or 
laundry, and so on, and the length of 
time the ship was in port and the num- 
ber of piers at which she stopped, made 
it comparatively easy to get the goods 
past the customs watchers.

From thirteen to fifteen ounces are the 
weights produced here, while the im- 
ported lines range from eighteen to 
twenty-one ounces, This wide variance 
in weights quite naturally enables the 
domestic manufacturer to shade consid- 
erably the prices of his foreign com- 
petitors, and, as one clothing manu- 
facturer put it, ‘‘ If you don’t see any-

Smaller Imports of Gems. 
According to a report made yester- 
day by William B. Treadwell, the 
Goverhment’s examiner of precious 
stones at this port, the February im- 
portations of gems show a falling off 


of $1,944,007, compared with the corre- 
sponding month of last year when the 
entries were appraised at $4,299,435. 
Last month’s importations aggregated 
only $2,355,428. By classes and rates 
of duty, the entries were: Cut: stones, 
dutiable at 20 per cent. ad valorem

cent. ad vaiorem, $377,489, and uncut, 
mostly miners’ diamonds, free of. uty,

Chances for Ameérican Producers

exporters interested manuscript copies 
of reports'on the cotton industry and 
trade of Japan.

—Railroads Report Loss in 
Earnings for January. 


Reactionary tendencies ruled on the 
Stock Exchange yesterday. The storm’s 
interference with the normal course of 
business accentuated other factors which 
made for lower prices, but both the 
dullness of the market and the move- 
ment in prices were in keeping with the 
tendencies which have lately been dom- 
inating the stock market. Because of 
the latest turn of events in the Mexi- 
can. situation, or for gther reasons, 
lower prices were established for our 
stocks in.the London market and these 
were reflected in opening prices here. 
The decline was carried further in de- 
sultory fashion during most of: the 
day’s much re@ricted business. 

The news was of a somewhat varied 
sort, but. that upon which the market 
as a whole seized was the unfavorable 


railways for the month of January. 
Both the New York Central and Penn- 
sylvania systems reported heavy losses 
in gross and net, the Central’s ex- 
penses having increased compared with 


ing off in gross receipts. Carrying the 
comparison of yesterday's railway 
statements back beyond 1918 a’ much 
less unfavorable contrast was shown, 
but it still stood out clearly that ex- 
penses have been showing a consistent- 
ly rising tendency. Exceptional losses 
this January must, of course, be set 
up against exceptional gains last Janu- 
ary, but the fact that the business 
handled was done at large cost add just 
so much to the evidence lately afforded 
that the expenses of the-railways were 
far less under control than they should 
be for the proper balancing of income 
and outgo. Wage increases and addi- 
tions to operating costs inforced by leg- 
islation are among the factors which 
find reflection in yesterday’s state- 
ments for the first month of this year. 

A report that the United States Ex- 
press Company might decide to liqui- 
date was responsible for a further rise 
in the stock of that company on the 
theory that liquidation would yield 
stockholders considerably more than 
the price at which the stock has re- 
cently been selling. It did not appear 
that any such decision on the part of 
the United States Express Company 
had been reached even tentatively al- 
though it was learned that certain 
stockholding interests had been dis- 
cussing the advisability of such a move. 

The alleged basis for this discussion 
lay in the fact that the earnings.of the 
company have suffered very much of 
late as a result, at least in large part, 
of the competition of the parcels post. 
This report from the point of view of 
the market as a whole assumed an un- 
favorable aspect although it was re- 
flected ‘in the stock itself by a net gain 
of six points. 

Another gold engagement was made 
yesterday in pursance of the arrange- 
ment by which the Bank of France has 
been increasing its gold reserves by 
drafts on this market. The showing 
made in Saturdays’ bank statement 
made it clear that the continued taking 
of gold for export, means more to 
the money market than did the ship- 
ments during the time when'cash was 
flowing heavily into the New York 
banks. At the same time the belief 
that interest rates will for a consider- 
able period continue to show decided 
ease lessens the chance of this gold 
movement affecting money market sen- 
timent adversely. 


Swift to Issue $5,000,000 Note.

This note, on maturity,- 
will be exchangéable for bonds issued 
under the company’s new -thirty-year 
first mortgage. The note was decided 
on after it was found that many of the 
subscribers to the company’s recent of- 


fering of $10,000,000 5 per cent. bonds 
had elected.to pay for the bonds in 
installments, as provided in the offer. 
The last of these installments will not 
fall. due until July 1, the same day on 
which the note matures.

Cuff. of Danbury was appointed tempor- 
ary receiver of the Hawes von Gal 
Company and the E. J. von cen 
Hat Company of Danbury, by Jud 
Thomas in the United States District 
Court here to-day, in place of Georrs 
T. Mathies of Seymour, and March 18 
was set as the day for a hearing on the 
question of a permanent receivership or 
the winding up of the concerns. 
Mathies did not wish, for business and 
personal reasons, to continue as receiver. 


Guggenheim Dividend Increased. 
The Guggenheim Exploration Com- 
pany declared yesterday a quarterly 
dividend of 3% per cent. While the 
previous quarterly rate was.3 per: cent.

| Were $21,048,000, a decrease of $3,014,000. 
The net earnings from this great volume 
of business were just $1,573,000, a de- 
crease of $3,654,000. The New York 
Central & Hudson River’s net decreased 
$607,000; that of the Boston & Albany, 
$167,000; and that of the Lake Shore, 
$1,008,000. Following the figures for the 
Central proper there was published a 
fogt note explaining that increased 
wages and the charges due to the full 
crew law and other legislative enact- 
ments added $250,000 to the month’s 
expenses. Following the Big Four’s 
statement comment is made that res- 
toration of the damage due to the 
floods of last year and increased wages 
added $230,000 to costs. After all of

We Send Feknce More Gold. 

Another $2,000,000 in gold was taken 
yesterday for export, making the total 
of the outflow since Jan. 13, when this 
movement began, $16,000,000. Then the 
rate of exchange was very close to the 
gold. export point, but since then it 
has been down to the gold import point. 
It lately rallied from its low figure. 
The movement is being stimulated by 
the payment by the French market of 
what is in effect a premium for gold. 
It is the prevailing belief in banking 
circles that further shipments will be 
made.

Government Reduces Deposits Fur- 
ther. 

Further reduction hds been made in 
the amount of the Government deposits 
in the national banks, the decline in 
these having gone on simultaneously 
with the outflow of gold, although. the 
two are in no way directly related. 
Since the. middle of January the Govern- 
ment’s deposits have been reduced by 
$14,400,000. This, however, has: not re- 
sulted in any net loss of cash by, the 
banks to the Treasury, because in this 
same period the excess of Government 
disbursements over receipts has been 
nearly $15,000,000, or a little more than 
the amount by which the Government 
deposits in the national banks have 
been reduced. Taking the figures of 
the latest daily Treasury statement at 
hand, these deposits show a decrease of 
$29,000,000 since they reached their max- 
imum last November. The special crop 
moving deposits put out last Fall 
amounted to $34,000,000.

February Securiites Output. 

During February new security issues, 
according to the completed figures for 
that: month compiled by The Journal 
of Commerce, amounted to $176,113,200. 
This is a decrease of more than $167;000,- 
000 as compared with the same month 
@ year ago. Notwithstanding the great 
ease in money during last month and 
the improved market for securities, 
note issues by both railroads and in- 
dustrial concerns were greater than in 
February, 1918. Issues of bonds and 
stocks for both classes of corporations 
showed decreases.

Parcel Post Has Cut Its Profits 
and Latest Returns Show 
Its Prospects Poor. 


BUT DIRECTORS DENY THIS 


J. W. Harriman Says the Company 
Will Continue—Stock Rises on 
- Reports of Liquidation. 


Important - stockholding interests, in 
the United States Express Company 
have been seriously discussing a plan 
for putting that company, which has 
been continuously in business for sixty 
years, into liquidation. They believe 
that there is no future for the express 
business, and, rather than weaken their 
capital further through running at @ 
loss, they favor winding up the com- 
pany’s affairs and eee the as- 
sets to shareholders. 

No action to this end has been taken 
by the management; Joseph W. Harri- 
man, President of the Harriman Na- 
tional Bank, and one of the three Di- 
rectors on the board representing the 
Harriman estate’s large holdings, when 
asked yesterday if the business was to 
be liquidated, said emphatically: 

‘There is absolutely nothing in that 
story. The company will continue in 
-business, and it will give the Govern- 
ment a run for its money.” 

When he spoke of giving the Govern- 
ment ‘‘a run for its money’? Mr. Har- 
riman was referring to the effect of 
pian! competition of the parcel post, 
which has cut a big hole in express 
earnings. How serious this com tion 
is may be seen from the latest figures,

These figures are for the revenues 
and expenses of the transportation serv- 
ice, and do not include, of course, in- 
come from investments. In the case of 
Wells Fargo this income amounts to 
between 6 and 7 per cent. on the stock; 
for the United States it amounts to 
about 3% per cent. pér annum. 

Of the four big companies, only the 
Wells Fargo earned operating costs in 
November. That month brought a de- 
pression in. business, but, most of the 
loss was due-to th deflection; of much 
of the package business to the' mails. 

For the five months of the current 
fiscal year so far reported the gross 
revenues of the American have de- 
creased $952,000; of the Adams, $235,000; 
of the United States, $567,000, and of the 
Wells Fargo, $1,318,000. At the end

Since Feb. 1 the revenues have “been 
still further cut from 15 to 20 per cent. 
by reductions ordered by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, and it has been 
impossible to lower expenses to meet 
this cut. It is believed that at the end 
of February the small surplus shown by 
the United States on Dec, 1 had been 
converted into a large deficit. 

Three -of the six Directors’are repre- 
sentatives of the Harriman shares, and, 
according to a story current itn Wall 
Street, in spite of Joseph W. Harri- 
man’s statement, favor liquidation. One 
of these Directors, Cc. C. Tegethoff, the 
late E., Harriman’s secretary, and 
since his death Mrs. Harriman’s confi- 
dential agent, said concerning the re- 


port: 
“The Directors have taken no such 
Srehany and I know’ of none that will be 
en.”’ 


On the other hand, another active 
member of the board said that the lead- 
ing stockholders and the’ management 
had been discussing a proposal to go out 
of business, but that no action had been 
taken by the Directors. President D. I. 
Roberts, to whom all inquirers were re- 
ferred, was non-committal, although in 
answer to one question he said that he 
was sure the company would be in busi- 
ness on July 1 next. 

“When there is anything to give out 
I will make a statement, not before,’’ 
said Mr. Roberts. 

E. H. Harriman acquired 22,028 of the 
100,000 shares of. United States stock 
from the American and Adams com- 
panies at a cost of $2,250,000, or a little 
more than $100 a share. The estate 
holds more than that now. The estate 
also has a dominant interest in Wells 
Fargo, and it was said yesterday that 
if the United States is *fqauidated the 
Wells Fargo may take over its routes 
and equipment. 

The United States is an unincorpo- 
rated joint stock association, and there 
has not been a meeting of stockholders 
in more than half a century. Minority 
holders conducted a iong but unsuccess- 
ful Hight to compel the Platts to call 
a. meeti ng, but under the by-laws a 
pecion gned by owners of 60 per 
cent. of the stock is necessary to force 
a meeting.

LAMAR QUESTIONED 
ON STEEL REBATES 


“Wolf of Wall Street” Tells 
Harlan Roads Have Paid $75,- 
000,000 to Trust in Six Years. 


VAGUE AS TO THE METHOD 


Green of Nebraska, Another Com- 
plainant, Admits He Has No 
Evidence to Offer. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—In an ef- 


fort to ascertain if there was any 
foundation for charges that the United 
States Steel Corporation had received 
rebates from t railroads. Commis- 
sioner Harlan of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to-day examined 
David Lamar, known as the ‘ Wolf of 
Wall Street,” and William H. Green of 
Nebraska, upon whose allegations the 
Senate based a resolution requesting 
ang commission to inquire into the mat- 


“The resolution did not require the 
commission to make a forma! investiga- 
tion, unless its preliminary inquiries 
should develop facts to warrant a thor- 
ough inquiry. 

Green testified he had no evidence 
based on personal knowledge and pre- 
sented David Lamar as a witness who 
had. Lamar. assertei that, during the 
last six years, the Steel Corporation had 
received hot less than $75,000,000 in re- 
bates from railroads, direct evidence 
of which, he said, could be obtained by 
examining the books of the corporation 
and subsidiary transportation compa- 
nies. He named the Union Railway, 
Duluth & Iron Range Railroad, Pitts- 
burgh. and Conneaut Dock Company, 
Bessemer Steamship Company, Duluth, 
Massaba & Northern, and Elgin, Joliet 
& Eastern as the companies which had 
paid the rebates. He charged that the 
rebates were received ‘“‘ through a series 
of devices.”’ 

“The form of the device,’ said La- 
mar, ““was simply to raise the freight 
rates on iron ore and other commodities 
to an extortionate amount. The differ- 
ence between the freight charges actu- 
ally collected and a reasonable charge 
was paid back to the Steel Corporation 
owners of the stocks in the. form of 
dividends, which ranged from 25 per 
cent. to 200 per cent.’’ 

Attorneys for the Steel Corporation 
will cross-examine both witnesses to- 
morrow.

The local wheat market felt the effect of 


the storm to a pronounced degree, as com- 
munications with the West were almost en- 
tirely interrupted. Quotations came through 
from Chicago at times, but it was apparent 
that there was an absence of aggressive 
trading there, and in consequence the local 
market ruled quiet.

Puts Two Plans Before Legis- 
lature and Asks Action Au- 
thorizing One or Both.

LONG. LOANS TO FARMERS 


Payable in Small Installments Over 
Interest Each Year — Would. 
Mean Saving of Millions, 


ALBANY, March 2.—Legislation to 

Permit the formation of land banks in 
this State“was urged to-night by Gov. 
Glynn in a special message to the Legis- 
lature. A system of amortization loans 
issued by a large central bank received 
strong indorsement from the Governor. 
He would have the central bank issue 
debentures, to be secured by mortgages 
Placed by. savings and loan associations, 
acting. as feeders for the central bank. 
Existing associations, as well as those 
to be orgaiiized among farmers, would 
~ be stockholders in the central bank. 
Members of all these associations would 
be allowed the privilege of borrowing 
Money on the long-time amortization 
plan. 
* The message declared that the adop- 
tion of this plan would save New York 
farmers, whose land now is mortgaged 
for approximately $100,000,000, a total 
of $24,182,000, if the mortgages were 
converted into ten-year loans and $82,~- 
800,000 if converted’ into fifty-year 
loans. This system, he said,. was fa- 
vored by the State Agricultural Society 
and the State Grange, as well as by 
the Committee on Rural Credit appoint- 
ed by the Commission to Revise Bank- 
ing Laws. 

Another system=to authorize the 
formation of land banks as stock in- 
stitutions by the subscription of private 
eapital—also was mentioned in the mes- 
sage. There were many advocates of 
this plan, the Governor said. Bills ad- 
vocating each of the systems will be 


offered in the Legislature. The Gov- 
ernor urged the adoption of either plan 
or both plans. Most of the message, 
however, was devoted to an explanation 
and vigorous indorsement of the amorti- 
zation plan. 


Payments in installments. 
. “By amortization loans,’ said Mr. 
Glynn in his message, “‘I mean that 
system under which the farmers of Ger- 
many, France, Great Britain, and Italy 


borrow money on their land at easy|. 


rates of interest, and pay it back in in- 
stallments, 

“ For a $1,000 loan at 6 per cent. for 
fifty years a German farmer pays $68.44 


annually, or onl $3.44 over the interest. 
But these small ‘additional sums, in- 
significant to an American farmer, wipe 
out the debt, 

‘For a loan of $1,000 at 6 per cent. 
for ten years an American farmer pays 
$600 interest and the principal at the 
end of the term, or $1,600 all told. if 
the European s stem were available he 
would pay $135.86 each year. During the 
ten years he would pay only $1,358.68, 
or 1.32 less than under our present 
System; yet his debt would be com- 
Pp etely paid. 

“Under this system of amortization 
loans the European farmer pays a small 
sum each year in addition to his interest, 
and by continuing these small payments 
for periods ranging from ten to fifty 
ob is able to pay off the principal of 

is loan with little difficulty. Instead 
of having a large indebtedness to meet 
at the maturity of his loan and running 
the risk of foreclosure through hard 
times. or failure of crops, he pays in in- 
stalilments and has no greater burden to 
bear at the end than at the beginning 
of his loan. 

“* Not only will the introduction of this 
system reduce the weight of existing 
mortgages, but by placing capital with- 
in easy reach of New York’s farmers ‘it 
will have the effect of stimulating the 
agriculture of the State in all its 
branches. 

** Experience, necessity and. self-evi- 
dent economy all urge the introduction 
of a system of long-time loans, based 
upon the amortization plan,” The Gov- 
ernor continued. ‘‘It is not for me to 
impose my views as to thé details of 
that system upon the Legislature, but 
there are certain basic principles under- 
+ head all systems of long-time amortiza- 
tion loans which must be observed in 
any successful plan. 


Some Organization Essential. 


“In the first place there must be 
s0me association or corporation to make 
these loans. Individuals cannot wait 
fifty. years for the return of their 
money. To make sure that the land 
bank thus organized shall devote the 
necessary attention to agriculture there 
should be a provision in the law creat- 
ing it providing that part of its mort- 
Sages shall be made on farm lands.” 

One point on which the Governor 
placed emphasis was that a provision 
should be incorporated in the law, re- 
gar ardiess of which system was adopted, 
hat would give the borrower the right |:

. eee messages on agricul- 
siren subjects, the Governor pointed 
out that the farming system in New 
York was in a chaotic state. The area 
of improved farme in the nation had 
increased 15 per cent. in the last ten 
sandy while in New York there had 
a@ decrease of 48-10 per cent.

CONVICT HEANEY’S SLAYER. 


Shillitoni, Who Shot Policemen and 
a Gangster, Takes Verdict Coolly. 


Cresto Shillitoni, the Mulberry Street 
gangster, who was charged with the 
murder of John Rizzo, another gangster, 
and Patrolmen William Heaney end 
Charles F. Teare, was convicted of mur- 
der in the first degree yesterday before 
Judge Malone in General Sessions for 
killing Heaney. 

The verdict was returned after thirty- 
five minutes’ deliberation. he de- 
fendant, who is a young man, heard the 
‘verdict with composure. There was @ 
smile on his face as he answered the 
quentions gut to him by Court Clerk 

ullivan. he records showed that he 
had been convicted four times. Judge 
Malone said that he would impose sen- 
tence on Friday. The convicted man 
spoke a few words to his brother, John 
Shillitoni, who sat by him throughout 
the trial, and was then led to his cell 
in the Tombs. 

The three murders occurred on May 
3. As Rizzo came out of a poolroom 
between. Prince and Spring Streets, he 
was shot down. Patrolman Heaney ran 
up with his club drawn and fell with a 
bullet wound from the revolver of the 
man whom he was trying to arrest. 
Teare ran up then and suffered wounds 
from which he died in a hospital a few 
hours later. 

From the first the police had diffi- 
culty in identifying the man who did the 
shooting. Although several persons 
were present at the time of the murders 
they all showed a reluctance to talk 
about what they had seen. Assistant 
District ert ont Wasservogal, who 
prosecuted Shillitoni, found the same 
difficulty. It was only by the deepest 
secrecy that he was able to interview 
the witnesses. Most of these interviews 
were held outside of the Criminal Courts 
Building. 


DOCTOR MISSED BULLET. 


Undertaker Notifles the Coroner of 
Hoffman’s Sulcide. 


Samuel Hoffman, 65 years old, who 
had a tailoring business at 180 Broad- 


way until his retirement six years ago, 
was found dead in bed yesterday morn- 
ing at his hom@& 49 West Ninety-fifth 
Street, where he lived with his son, 
Milton S. Hoffman, a lawyer of 35 
Nassau St. 

A servant who found Mr. Hoffman 
apparently dead in his bed yesterday 
morning summoned Dr. ; Frank 
Tompkins of 133 West Ninety-first 
Street. He reported to the Coroner’s 
office that the man had died suddenly. 
Two hours later Sol Rothschild, an un- 
dertaker of 2,003 Seventh Avenue, tel- 
ephoned to the Coroner’s office that 
he had found the dead man with a re- 
volver in his hand and a bullet in his 
heart. 

Coroner -Riordan’ made ‘an’ investiga- 
tion and reported that he believed Mr. 
Hoffman had committed suicide  be- 
cause of mental unrest due to lack of 
occupation since his retirement from 
a very active business life. Dr. Tomp- 
kins explained that he had satisfied 
himself of the man’s death by feeling 
his pulse and had not examined the 
body, which was covered with bed 
clothes.
